A ca- ä 
naanitiſh woman, by religion a Heathen, en- 
deavoured to move his compaſſion in behalf 
of her daughter, who was grievouſly. vexed with 

4 devil. In anſwer to her requeſt he tells her; 
it wur not meet to take the bread f the children 
and to caſt it to the dogs. And when the diſciples, 
uneaſy at the woman's importunity, beſought 
him to diſmiſs her, he ſays to them in expreſs 
words, that he was nor ent but unto the hoft 
ſheep of the houſe of Iſrael. * Accordingly we 
find in fact, that neither our Lord himſelf, nor 
the Apoſtles, during his continuance upon earth, 
ſo much as once made the offer of the Goſpel 
to the Gentiles, but induſtriouſly confined their 
miniſtry to their own nation, and preached the 


word to none but unto the Fews only F. 


What ſhall we fay to theſe things ? If the 
religion of Jeſus be an univerſal one, and in- 
tended by its author for the religion of man- 
kind; if one principal deſign of this religion

We have the authority of 
Chriſt himſelf to prove that he came into the 
world; that 4/ men through him might be 
ſaved : : | But may we not here apply the 
words of St. Paul, and aſk, How ſhall men 
be ſaved by him, in whom they have not be- 
lieved? And how ſhall they believe in bim, of 
whom they have not heard? And how ſhall 
they hear without 4 preacher ® And how ſhall 
they preach, except they be ſent ? & Beſides, 
how are we to accommodate the command of 
Chriſt in the text to the practice of the 
Apoſtles, after our Lord's reſurrection? who, 
then at leaſt, were no longer ignorant of the 
' purpoſe of God to call the Gentiles to be 
his people under the Meſſiah in common with 
: the Jews; and. therefore preached and pub-

Shall we: ſay; that 
this eternal purpeſe of the Father Was un · 
known to the Son? Or that it was known to 
him, but that he neglected to communicate 


it to the firſt preachers of his Goſpel, and 


gave them imperfect inſtructions? 
I Have endeavoured to ſet this difficulty 


to decline a ſpecious objection which has been 
built upon it, by way of detracting from the 
character and credit of St. Paul. This Apoſtle,

At the concluſion of St. Matthew 8 Goſ. 
pel we read, that our Saviour, when he gave 
his laſt inſtructions to the diſciples, delivered 
them their commiſſion in the following 
words: A pawer is given unto me in heaven 


and earth; go ye,. therefore, and teach All 


Nations. + St. Mark relates the matter thus: 
Go ye into all the world, and preach the 


Goſpel to Every Creature. F What the ex- 
preſſions of Teaching All Nations, and of preach- 
ing the Goſpel to Every Creature, | import, 
St. Luke informs us, by faying, that Re- 
bentance and Remi ala an of Sins ſhould be | 


preached, in the name of Chriſt, among Al Na- 
tions, beginning at Jeruſalem. \ But here we 
are on a ſudden ſtopped ſhort, and aſſuted,

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with an air of authority, that by All Nations 
in theſe places no more is meant than the Fews 
diſperſed in all nations; and that to underſtand 
the words in any other ſenſe would be incon- 
ſiſtent with the declarations and the practice of 
| Jeſus. Let us conſider the force of this expo- 
ſition. What we tranflate in St. Matthew 
and St. Luke al! Nations, had better have been 
rendered all the Heathen, or all the Gentiles, as 
the original word is rendered in the text, and 
in many other places of the New Teſtament. 
Thus St. Paul calls himſelf the Apoſtle of the 
Gentiles, * and ſpeaks of his having received 

grace and apoſtleſbip, that is, the favour or ho- 
nour of being an Apoſtle, for obedience to the 
| faith among all the Gentiles, although here 
; again our tranſlators have it among all nations. 
There are ſeveral paſſages, where the ſenſe is 
manifeſtly injured for want of conſtantly ad- 
hering to this original meaning of the word. 
In the 14th chapter of the Acts, we read, that 
St. Paul preaching to the Lyſtrians told them, 
that God in times paſt, ſuffered all nations to 

walk in their own ways. T What? when we 
know 


Rom. xi. 13. + Rom. i. Jo t Acts xiv. 16. 
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know that he gave Iſrael a law, and guided 
the Jews by a particular and extraordinary pro- 


vidence, But now tranſlate the words thus, 


Who in times paſt ſuffered all the Heathen, or 
all the Gentiles, to walk in their own ways, 
and they bear a ſenſe exactly ſuited to the 
truth of things, and to the Apoſtle's argu- 
ment; which is to ſhew theſe Gentiles of 
Lyſtra, that God had formerly left the Hea- 
then World without any other affiſtance than 
the light of nature, but that now he had 
opened the door of Faith + to them, and 7 
the Gentiles as well as to the Jews had granted 
repentance unto life. 4 

But we have other ſtill plainer declarations 
of our Saviour's intentions in this important 
point, which put the matter beyond the poſ- 


ſibility of doubt. In the 1oth chapter of 


St. John, he tells the Jews he had other ſheep, 
not of their od; them alſo he muſt bring, and 
they ſhall bear his voice, and there ſhall be one 


fold and one ſhepherd F. In another place, 


inſtead of deſcribing himſelf as the Saviour of 
the Iſraelites only, he informs the Jews that 
the kingdom of God ſhould be taken from them,

eaſt and F* rom the weſt, and, fit down with Abra- 


ham, Lſaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of Gad, but 
that themſelves, who were the children of: the 
kingdim, ſhould be cajt out into outer dark- 
cſs. + We have ſeveral intimations of the 
fame kind delivered alſo in his Parables: From 
all which it appears, that one half of the ob- 


jection, mentioned above, is done away at once, 


and that, whatever be ſaid of the Practice of 
Jeſus, the calling of the Gentiles was not 


inconſiſtent with his Declarations. 

And here the former difficulty meets us 
again; and we are apt to wonder, if it always 
was the purpoſe of God to take the Gentiles 


for his people under the Meſſiah, why the 


Meſſiah himſelf did not expreſsly ſignify as 
much to his Apoſtles, when he ſent them to 
preach the Goſpel to all the nations. This is 
by much the hardeſt. as well as. the moſt im- 
portant part of our enquiry: and yet a little 


conſideration on the reaſons of our Lord's 


conduct in directing this event will ſhew it 
to

o be wholly allmirable, and in every reſpe& 


worthy the infinite wiſdom of its author. | 
The Jewiſh difpenſation, though confeſſedly 
derived from an higher authority than human, 
being all along intended to give way, in the 
fullneſs of time, to another more complete 
diſcovery of God's will, to which it was pre- 
vious and preparatory ; it was neceſſary that 
Chriſtianity, which ſucceeded Judaiſm, ſhould 
not only be able to eſtabliſk its claim to a 
ſupernatural revelation by the purity of its 
Doctrines and the ſplendour of its Miracles, 
but alſo from the teſtimony obtained from the 
Prophecies in the Jewiſh Scriptures, which 
foretold ſuch a change i in the divine economy,” 
and deſcribed the new and future religion by 
ſach notes and characters as were ſeen evi 
dently to belong to the Chriſtian. But as it 
would have been to no purpoſe to have urged 
this kind of proof to the Gentiles, who were 
ignorant of the Prophetic writings, | and Who 
knew nothing of the Meſfiah but what they had 
learnt fre rom i ther men of that nition, from whole 
Chriſt and his dockrine ſprung; © on this ac 
count it became farther neceſliry, that the 
offer of the Goſpel ſhould be rt made 7o the

another reaſon, which ſerved yet more to ſneẽ 
| the expediency of this method of procedure. 
i 8 The Jews had hitherto been the only people, 
1 to whom God had vouchlafed the knowledge 
5 of his will, and from whom, it was allowed 
= by all, that Chriſt, according to the fleſh, 
was to come. It was but reaſonable 7 N 
18 that that people, who had already been fa- 
1 voured with one revelation from God, and 
| = who were the depoſitaries of thoſe ſacred 
oracles, in which the rudiments of the new 
diſpenſation were contained, ſhould be the 
firſt to whom this new diſpenſation was en- 
truſted. In this ſenſe St. Paul tells us, that 
Jeſiis Chriſt was a miniſter of the CIRcuu- 
; be a. cisIoN, for the TRUTH of God, to confirm 
1F the promiſes made to the Fathers; and that the 
GENT1LEs might glorify God for bis Mercy. + 
God had, from the firſt calling of Abraham, 
. been in covenant with the Jews, and the pro- 
i Po miſed Redeemer. was clearly foretold to pro- f 
ceed from one of their nation: his Truth, ] 
therefore, was engaged in ſending Chriſt to. 4 
them ; | 
Rom. i. 16. 3 Rom. xv. 8, 9. 
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them ; who muſt all, with one conſent, have 


rejected him, had he made the firſt offers of- 
ſalvation to "thoſe of the un- circume iſion 


The Gentiles had never yet been conſidered 


by God as members of his kingdom; he had 


never bound himſelf by any promiſe to them: 
and therefore it was pure Grace and Mercy, 
that he condeſcended to look upon them as 
objects of his favour, and to take them, 
however late, into his Church and Family. 


From all theſe circumſtances laid together it 


follows, that our Lord could not have proved 
himſelf to be that Prophet who was to come, 


had he not firſt opened his commiſſion to the 


houſe of Iſrael; that the promiſes made to the 
Fathers, to Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob, could 


not have been confirmed, * had not the Gofpel 
been offered 0 the Few fir/?, and afterwards 


to the Greek, + and that the order of God's 
whole diſpenſation to mankind required, in 
the words of St. Luke, that Repentance and 
Remiſſion of Sins ſhould be preach: in the name 
of Chriſt among all the nations, BEGINNING 
AT nan 7

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But the time. was. now at hand, i in. which 
the deſrent of that Spirit, whoſe office it was-

And by attending to the laſt promiſe of Chriſt, 
which he made to his diſciples. immediately; 
before his aſcenſion, and to the order in whick 
he there predicts the Goſpel ſhould. be pro- 


mulged, we ſhall. be able to ſee more clearly 


the wiſdom of Providence in the conduct off 
this great event, and by what juſt and equal 
degrees the prejudices of the Apoſtles were 


weakened and diſpelled.

But: the martyrdoni of Stephen, and the 

pevſerutions which followed; ſoon drove the 

greater part of the diſciples from Jeruſalem, 

and was the occafion of ſcattering them, agree- 

ably to the order predicted by Chriſt, into the 

neighbouring regions of JuDaa: At this 

time, we arc to obſer be; the difciples were, to

of the Meſſiah were to be confined entirely to 


themſelves: all nations but their own were 


conſidered as aliens from God; and it was ac- 
counted an unlawful thing for a man that was 


a Jew to keep company or to Come unto one of 
another nation. * It is probable, during our 
Saviour's abode on earth, ſuch a perſuaſion as 


this was the only thing that could have kept 
his followers attached to his ſervice; and 


even after his aſcenſion, ſo long as they con- 
tinued under the influenceof this prejudice, they 


would naturally be led to try all methods of 
converting a people, who had been ſo ſignally 


marked out as the only fayourites of heaven, and 
with whom their whole labour was ſuppoſed. 
to begin and end. And for this reaſon we 


find that, in the courſe of their miniſtry, 


they all religiouſly confined themſelves to their 


brethren of the diſperſion, and, as is particu- 
larly remarked by the Hiſtorian, preached the 
word to none but unto the Fews only. + 


It fortuned, that, amongſt other places 


whither the fury of the preſent diſtreſs had 
driven them, Philip, actuated by a divine 


impulſe,

a man, ſtrongly perſuaded, that the bleſſings 
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Impulſe, went down to SAMARIA * the inha- 
bitants of which, though peculiarly the object 


of hatred to the Jews, were yet better prepared 


for the reception of the Goſpel than the gene- 
rality of the Gentiles; as they allowed the 
truth and authenticity of the Law of Moſes, 


and many of them had probably been perſonal- 


ly preſent with Chriſt whilſt living in the 
fleſh. Matter of fact confirmed this reaſoning. 
Many converts were added to the Church, 


in conſequence of Philip's preaching and 
miracles; and two Apoſtles, Peter and John, 
being ſent to his aſſiſtance, through their 
prayers the extraordinary powers, granted to 


believers among their own nation, were im- 
parted alſo to the Samaritans. As it now ap- 
peared, that this deteſted people was thought 
not unworthy, in the impartial judgment of 
heaven, to be admitted to equal privileges 
under the Goſpel with the Jews; their pre- 
judices againſt each other ſubſided by degrees, 


and at length vaniſhed : And when once the 
Jews could be taught to regard the Samaritans 


with an eye of 1 it was but an eaſy ſtep 


to abate of their ill opinion towards the GEN

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God, i but not without ſome mixture of 
human infirmity and ſurprize, Then hath God 
alſo to the Gentiles granted repentance unto life ®, 
But the weakneſs and inability of theſe firlk 
propagators of the Chriſtian religion would 
but ill have ſerved, in the then ſtate of things, 
to have brought this great deſign, of calling 
the Gentiles into the Church, to its comple- 
tion; and a much abler conductor than had 
yet appeared was neceſlary, in order to put a 
- final period to the peculiarities of the Moſaic 
conſtitution. In theſe circumſtances it was, 
that Paul was miraculouſly ſingled out by Pro- 
vidence to be the Apoſtle of the Gentiles ; 
| whoſe ſuperior learning and abilities rendered 
him a much fitter perſon to direct this work 
than the reſt of the diſciples. By him the 
preaching of the Goſpel was fully known, + 
and the' laſt promiſe of Jeſus was verified, 
in carrying his name to every creature under 
Heaven, I and UNTO THE UTTERMOST PART

revealed unto his holy Apoſtles and | Prophets 
by the Spirit, That the Gentiles ſhould” be'fel- 


bw-heirs with the Jews, and of the ſame body, 
and partakers of his promiſe” in Chrift by the 


Goſpel . . 
In this wife progreſſion the whole counſel of 


God was declared to the world, and thus gra- 


dually unfolded to the Apoſtles, till their pre- 


judices were all removed by degrees, and their 
minds prepared to admit it in its full ſplen- 
dour. It were eaſy, and would be no unpro- 


fitable employment, to purſue this intereſting 


hiſtory ſtill further; to trace the fortunes of 


the Chriftian Church in a regular ſeries of 


great events, through its ſhifting ſcenes of al- 
ternate ſuffering and ſucceſs, from the Apoſtolic 


age down to the preſent times : Now labour- 


ing under external maladies, and hending 
under the preſſure of perſecution from Pagan 
Emperors; then, ſcarcely emerging from theſe, 


infected with dangerous hereſies, and ſinking 
under the power of internal corruptions: op- 


poſed in the Eaſt by the impoſture of Mahomet; 
enſlaved in the Weſt by the tyranny of Anti- 
chriſtian Rome: overwhelmed during a long 
night

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night of ignorance in the gloom of monkiſh 


fuperſtition; then burſting into open day, 
and reſuming its native purity and Juſtre, 
at the æra of the Reformation. If from this 


auſpicious period we deſcended to later times, 


we ſhould find that, in proportion as ſober 


learning and rational criticiſm have been 
ſucceſsfully cultivated, advances in religious 


Knowledge have regularly followed, as well by 


illuſtrating the proofs and evincing the ne- 
eeſſity of divine revelation, as by diffuſing its 


faving graces to others, who, abandoned to 


fimple nature, had been left without mercy 


and without God in the ĩoorl. * Much, no 


doubt, yet remains to be done, before a work 
ſo multiferin and important can arrive at its 
perfection. But we think we have ſufficient 
authority from our inſpired oracles to conclude, 
that there will be a time, how far diſtant 
ſoever the day be at preſent, in which the 
religion of Jeſus ſhall extend itſelf to the re- 
moteſt corners of the globe; when darkneſs 
ſhall no more cover ibe earth, and groſs dark- 
neſs the people; + when the Jews ſhall once 
more 7urn themſelves te the Lard, I and the

A SERMON before : the Society 
calling of the Gentiles ſhall be fully accom- 


pliſhed; and there ſhall be one fold and one 


ſh epherd, * Jeſus Chriſt, the common Redeemer 
of us all. 


To aſſiſt in carrying on a work of ſuch ex- 
alted charity, to promote the purpoſes of 
the Almighty Father in diſſeminating the 
Goſpel of his Son, is the profeſſed deſign of 
this Venerable Society. Nor have we any 
cauſe to complain, that its /abours have been in

| undertaking; the Repreſentatives of the Pro-

the moſt lively gratitude, their ſenſe of the 


benefits they have derived from this Society, 
and at the fame time acknowledged that 


the proſperity of their Church is in an

To ſuch ſolieitations the Society has not 
been inattentibe: Nor ought we to omit to 
mention here, that what had long been the 
greateſt obſtacle to our deſigns, the want of a 
Refident Biſhop, for the purpoſes of ordaining 
and confirming,” has been lately rembved by 
his preſent Majeſty ; who, always ready to 
promote whatever may contribute to the ſup- 
port of Religion, and particularly of that 
form of it which obtains in the Church of 
England, hath eftabliſhed an Epiſcopate in 
one of our Colonies: from which, and from 
the prudence and diligence of the Prelate ap- 
pointed to preſide there, we have reaſon to 
expect the moſt laſting benefits, and an in- 
creafing acceſſion to the intereſts of Reformed 
Religion throughout our American dominions. 
If now we turn from the principal object 
of our inſtitution, the providing of a ſtanding 
Miniſtry in the Britiſh faRoties, to that which 
is ſahordinate, the converſion of Heathens to 
the faith of Chriſt the endeavours of the 
Society will be found at leaſt to merit eſteem, 
: thanght: oy” bare not "Divays been follow6t” 
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by the defired fuccels,. The Heathens, with 
whom we have any concern, are of two ſorts, 
Indians and Africans. Thoſe of the former 
claſs, Whether living in our plantations, or 
bordering on our ſettlements, are uniformly, 
deſcribed to us in ſo uncivilized a ſtate, as to 
be generally inſuſceptible of religious impreſ- 
ſions 3 impatient of any ſettled habitations, 
engaged in frequent wars with one another, 
ignorant of the ideas of morality, and ſtran= 
gers to the common duties and even decencies 
of behaviour. Notwithſtanding | theſe diſ- 
couragements, the Society has ſeveral times 
attempted to introduce the knowledge of bet- 
ne. things among them: And yet, after all 


our care, little hath been done, and within

a hort time moſt of them have relapſed | into 
their original barbariſm. The truth of the 
caſe needs not to be diſſembled: The doctrines 
and precepts of Chriſtianity, though calcu” 
lated for general benefit, and plain enough to 


be underſtood by ordinary capacities, are yet 


too ſublime and ſpiritual for a Savage to ap- 


prehend; and to make a man a Chriſtian, it 


is neceſſary firſt of all to make him, if you 


pleaſe, a reaſonable creature. Before then we

ſhould firſt. addreſs ourſelves to inſtruct them 


in the arts of life: Nor is any conſiderable

liſhing a commerce, which, however protected 
by cuſtom and ſanctioned by law, is not. I feats 
in its origin to be defended on the rigid prin- 
ciples of - natural juſtice, and is too often ac- 


companied in its progreſs with the violation of 


the moſt eſſential duties of morality. A deſign

warrant us to affirm. © St. Paul, it ſhould ſeem, 


entertained a very different opinion; who 


having, during his confinement at Rome, ac- 


cidentally met with Oneſimus, a fugitive ſlave | 


of Philemon, whom alſo he had robbed, 
had the good fortune, not only to effect 4 


reformation in the life of this unhappy 


perſon, but alſo to convert him to the 


Chriſtian faith : But this converſion the 


Apoitle * 
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Apoſte was ſo far from conſidering as an 
extinction of the ſervice due from Onefimus 
to his former owner, that he ſent him back 


| again to Philemon, with a promiſe of being 
| himſelf reſponſible for whatever loſs the maſter 
| had incurred through the diſhoneſty of his 


fave. * The ſame Apoſtle, in many of his 
Epiſtles, is particularly careful to exhort 
.Chriſtian Servants, or Slaves, 'to count their 
| own maſters worthy of all honour, and to be : 
| obedient to them in all things; not with cye- 
| ſervice, as men-pleaſers, but as being the ſer- 
pants of Chriſt ; with good will doing ſervice, 
as to the Lord, and not to men; T and, to give 
the greater force to his admonitions, he uſually 
concludes them with ſome ſuch expreſſion as 
this, That the name of 'God and of his doctrine 
may not be blaſphemed; I as if the credit of 
Chriſtianity were concerned in refuting the 
notion, that the goſpel of Chriſt made any 
alteration in mens relative or domeſtic duties: 
5 | And on another occafion he lays it down as a 
[| . general rule to be obſerved by all converts, 
that my man ſhould abide in the ſame calling 
wherein

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wines he WAas called; * that i 6 whether. 3 
were in a ſtate of ſlavery or in a ſtate of liberty, 
not to think that in either caſe his condition was 
affected by his religion. The Laws, by which 
Slavery was then authorized, it ſhould be re- 
membered, were the Roman; many of them 
oppreſſive in the extreme, and all calculated 
to confer an exorbitant power on the maſter, 
and to exact the moſt unlimited ſubjection 
from the ſlave. I ſuppoſe that the very worſt 
and moſt arbitrary ſyſtem of domeſtic ſervi- 


tude, that ever was practiſed in any one of the 


European Colonies, has never exceeded, or even 
equalled, in ſeverity that eſtabliſhed by the 
Roman Code: Of the. truth of this. aſſertion 
the famous Senatus-conſultum Silanianum, men- 
tioned by Tacitus, 4 and ſtill extant in the 
Pandects of Juſtinian, is at once a proof and 


an example. Notwithſtanding this, we find 


it no where declared in Scripture that the in- 
ſtitution of Slavery is unlawful; on the con- 


trary, the doctrine of the New Teſtament is. 
plainly this, that the laws which then exiſted 


concernin 8

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concerning it, however harſh: and rigorous, 
were to be obeyed; and ſo long as thoſe laws 
remained  unabrogated, the dominion of the 
maſter continued abſolute ,as before, and to 
his commands was due from the ſlave the moſt 
entire and unreſerved ſubmiſſion. The appli- 
cation is obvious, Though it be true in 
theory, that the mild temper of Chriſtianity 
is little ſuited to domeſtic Slavery, and though 
it be true in fact, that in proportion as Chriſ- 
tianity has prevailed, Slavery has declined ; 
though the Laws, by which the practice is 
now regulated in the Weſt Indian iflands, be 
confeſſedly framed more with a view of con- 
ſulting the advantage of the maſter than the 
happineſs of the ſlave, and, on that account, 
may, many of them, require to be amended 
or repealed ; yet, till ſuch amendment or re- 
peal be actually obtained, the permitting of 
Slavery in Chriſtian kingdoms is not repug- 
nant to the precepts of holy Scripture; and to 
repreſent it as ſuch to a deluded public, is 
injuring the cauſe we mean to ſerve by- an 
imprudent manner of defending it, and is 
both impolitic and unjuſt. What hopes of 


executin g 


. 
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executing the generous purpoſes of this So- 
ciety, to reclaim the Negroes imported inte 
1 the vices and errors of Pagan- 
iſm, or how ſhall the perſons, employed by us 
with ſuch a view, gain an entrance into any 
plantation but our own ; if the planters be 
once perſuaded, that the Baptiſm of a ſlave 
has the effect of a virtual Manumiſſion, and 
that the making of ſuch a one a Chriſtian is 
an inſtant diſſolution of the bond between 
maſter and ſervant ? What dangers are not to 
be apprehended from the tumults and inſur- 
rections of ſlaves, were the notion once pre- 
valent among them, that they have the ſame 
unalienable right to liberty with their maſters, 


and are under no reſtraints either from re- 


ligion or juſtice to aſſert that liberty by what- 


ever means they can? But I forbear. The 


ſubject is already in other, and better, hands ; 


by whom, we may be. aſſured, the whole 


matter will be inveſtigated with all the dili- 
gence, arid all the judgment, which its im- 
portance demands ; and from the information 
to be gathered from their Report the Legiſla- 


ture will at length be enabled to adopt ſuch 


meaſures as te the public wiſdom ſhall ſeem 
* meet. 
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meet. Let us patiently wait the reſult of their 
deliberations; let us cheerfully acquieſce in 
their deciſions: in perfect confidence that, under 
their auſpices, due regard will be paid to the 
rights of human nature, to the intereſts of 
the planter and of the flave, to. the national 
commerce, and the national. honour ; that the 
Laws concerning Slavery will be carefully re- 
viſed, and, where neceſſary, altered or an- 
nulled ; and that a preſent Miti gation of its 
horrors, both in the mode of conveying flaves 
from their native country and their uſage 
when brought into our own, being firſt ſe- 
cured, the way may gradually be prepared for 
its future and complete Abolition.

«obolly unprovided of a maintenance for Miniſters, 
and the public worſhip of God; and that, for lack 
of ſupport and maintenance of ſuch, many of 
his loving ſubecis wanted the adminiſtration 4 
Gods word and ſacraments, and feemed to be 
abandoned to Atheiſm and Infidelity, and others of 
them to Popiſh Superſtition and Idolatry. 

The Society was compoſed, by the Charter, 
of the. Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the 
Church, and of ſeveral other Lords, and emi- 
nent perſons in the State, with a power to elect 
ſuch others to be Members of the Corporation, 
as they, or the major part of them, ſhould 
think beneficial to their charitable defigns 
and they immediately applied themſelves with 
great zeal and alacrity to the good work; 
and aſter adjuſting preliminaries in the choice 
of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding orders and 
rules for their more regular proceeding, they 
ſubſcribed every one of them, according to their 
ſeveral ranks and diſpoſitions, an annual ſum 
to be paid to their Treaſurer, for the general 
uſes of the Society ; and choſe new Members, 
and gave out deputations, according to the 
powers in the Charter, to receive and collect 
the donations of all charitable and well-difpoſed 
perſons towards this moſt -pious defign: And 
thro' an eſpecial bleſſing, this wort of the Lord 
hath all along profpered in their hands. An in- 
finite number of our own people, infants and 
adults, and many thouſands of Indians and 
Negroes, have been inſtructed and baptized into 

the 
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th true faith of our Lord feliia Chriſt. Great 
ſums of money have been expended annually 
in the diſperſing of bibles and common prayer 
books, with an innumerable quantity of other 
books, and ſmall tracts of devotion and in- 
ſtruction. By which there was a very hopeful 
and improving appearance of religion in the 
public worſhip of God, according to the liturgy 
of the Church of England, in a great number 
of churches in America, under the direction of 
this Corporation, and in others which were 
raiſed by their means, before the ſeparaticn 
from this country, 
The Society, as their Charter directs, give an 
annual account to the Lord High Chancellor, 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench, and 
the Lord Chief Juſtice of the Common Pleas, of 
the ſeveral ſums of money by them received, 
and laid out, and of the management and diſ- 
poſition of the revenues of the Corporation:

Halifax, after a tedious paſſage of eight weeks, 
and at his Miſſion in September laſt. He 
cannot yet get an exact account of the number 


of ſettlers, owing to their ſcattered ſituation, 


but conjectures that there may be above 100 
families. The pariſh being very extenſive, he 
divides his time, being every other Sunday 
from home; the one at Ratchford Harbour, 
12 miles to the weſtward ; the other at Half- 
way River, 12 miles to the northward. Go- 


vernor Parr has allotted alſo 200 J. for a Church 
in that place, which was already begun, 40 
feet long, 27 wide, and 20 high, with a 


ſteeple 50 feet, to be placed near Partridge 
Hand, the ſuppoſed centre of the pariſh, and 
where Mr. Shreve reſides. He found great 
advantage from the prayer-books given by the 
Society, and has requeſted a fovranare; tozether 
with ſome ſmall tracts, with which the Society 
Have comphed.

The Rev. Mr. Money, who was ſettled at Lu- 
nenburgh laſt year, writes, that he found the 
children entirely ignorant of their catechiſm, 
but had brought upwards of 40 boys and girls 
to be able to repeat it on Sundays in the Church. 
His Notitia for the year, ending at Chriſtmas, 
1788, is this: Baptiſed 20, married ꝙ couple; 
buried 2; 54 Communicants at Whitſuntide. 


The Rev. Mr. Delaroche, who was removed 
from Lunenburgh to Mancheſter, in Chedi- 
bucto Bay, has given the following account of 
his new Miſſion, in a letter, dated Guyſbo- 


rough, October 11, 1788, which is not dif- 


ferent from that before called Mancheſter, 
being reſtored to its original name, as it ſtands. 
in the Townſhip of Guyſborough on the weſ- 
tern ſhore of Milford Haven, whereas the

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Townſhip of Mancheſter lies on the eaſtern 


ſide. Both theſe Townſhips are at preſent 
comprehended in his Miſſion, 5 5 leagues from 
Halifax. The number of Heads of Families 
is ſuppoſed to be in Guyſborough 225; in 
Mancheſter: 99g; ſo that, upon a moderate 
computation, there are above 1200 ſouls : the 
greater part of Scotch, or Iriſh, extraction, 
Since his laſt he has baptiſed 42 children and 
2 adults; married 12 couple; and buried 19 
corpſes. 5 ; 


Several letters have been received in the 
courſe of the year from Dr. Walter and 
Mr. Rowland, the two Miſſionaries in the 
Townſhip of Shelburne, which is divided into 
two Pariſhes of St. Patrick and St. George, 
from which the Society learn the following 
particulars. That, Mr. Rowland arrived there 
with his family laſt ſummer; that, he and 
Dr. Walter live in great harmony and friend- 
ſhip; that, the people are very thankful for 
this inſtance of the Society's hountiful regard, 
but that above four fifths of the original ſet- 


tlers have returned to the States, and thoſe 


who remain, are, in general, ſo reduced in 
circumſtances, that they can contribute but 


very little to the ſupport of their Miniſters, 


and have not been able to anſwer to their ſub- 
ſcriptions for the. building the Church. The 
Church is, however, raiſed and encloſed, and

they expect will be fit for divine ſervice next 


ſummer. That, the books ſent laſt ſpring by 


the Society had been received, and that the 
religious tracts, which he had to diſtribute, 


would be of ſingular uſe in that place.

married 21 couple, and buried 30; and in this 
laſt, had baptiſed 9g infants and 1 adult, married 
10 couple, and buried 17. That, he had been 
at Birch T'own to ſettle a difference among the 
religious Societies of the Blacks; and had 
preached twice on Sundays, and twice on 
week-days at Argyle, which is 30 leagues. 
diſtant, and baptiſed 10 children there. 


New Brunſwick. 


The Society have ſuſtained a great loſs by 


the death of their worthy Miſſionary, Mr. Biſ- 


ſet, of St. John's, which happened on the 3d 
of March laſt. He is greatly and deſervedly 
lamented by his Congregation, who have ac- 
quainted the Society with this ſorrowful event 
in terme which manifeſt the higheſt regard 
and concern for him. They ſay, that with 
« the keeneſt ſenſations of heartfelt grief, they 

undertake the melancholy office of an- 
nouncing the death of their late Rector, 
the beloved Mr. Biſſet: and they are per- 
ſuaded that no Church, or Community,

Officer 4 the 54th regiment. 
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Two letters have been received from 
Mr. Beardſley, Miſſionary at Maugerville. 
From the former of which the Society are 
made acquainted, that he has performed even- 
ing ſervice on Sundays, when the weather 
would permit, to the Congregation at Burton, 
which lies on the oppoſite ſide of the river 
St. John. This place, together with Lincoln, 
and a ſettlement 20 miles up the Oromocto 
river, (a principal branch ef St. John's,) would 
ſhortly claim more of his ſervices: and in his 
ſecond letter it appears, that he had given a 
third part of his time to Burton, and twice 
viſited the Oromocto neighbourhood, where 
he had chriſtened a married woman, and 10 
infants. Governor Carleton has allotted 500 f. 
out of the Government grant, for building a 
Church at Maugerville, and another at Bur- 
ton, which were to be ſo contrived as to admit 
of future additions at one end. The former 
has been opened, and is eſteemed an elegant 
ſtructure: the dimenſions are 56 feet by 32. 
From the 26th of April to the 25th of Oc- 
tober, 1787, he had baptiſed 4 adults and 35 
infants, and married 12 couple. The ſeaſon 
ad been ſo healthy that there was not one 


death. In the ee half year he had 


baptiſed 8 white adults an 28 infants; 2 black 
adults, and 2 infants; and married 7 couple. 
He has requeſted ſome prayer books, and cate-

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Mohawks on the Grand River above Niagara, 
of which he gives the following account: 


That, he embarked with Captain Brant, and 4. 


other Mohawks, on the 27th of laſt May, and 
reached the head of Lake Ontario in nine days, 
which is diſtant from Kingſton about 200 miles, 
from whence they proceeded on horſeback, 

about 25 miles, to New Oſwego, where he was 
well received. On the Sunday following he 


preached, and adminiſtered the Sacrament, to 


163 baptiſed 65, 7 of whom were adults; 


and married 3 couple. This Mohawk village, 


he ſays, is pleaſantly ſituated on a ſmall, but 
deep, river; the Church about 60 feet long 
and 45 broad, built with fquared logs, and 
boarded and painted on the outſide, with an 
handſome ſteeple and bell, a pulpit, reading- 
deſk, and communion table, with convenient 
pews. The number of theſe Mohawks at the 
Grand River, or Oſwego, is as follows; men 
120, women 154, children 125. He was ac- 
companied in his return as far as Niagara 
(about 8o miles) by Captain Brant and 15 
other Mohawks, who earneſtly requeſted that 
he would viſit them as often as poſſible, which 
he promiſed to do. 


Having been detained at Niagara for a paſ- 
ſage, he preached there to a crouded audience, 
and baptiſed 37 infants, which, with thoſe 
baptiſed 1 in FEW houſes during his ſtay there, 
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amounted to 72, of which 7 only were adults, 
and he thinks a greater number remain unbap- 
tiſed, from the impoſſibility of collecting the 
children at ſuch diſtances, on ſo ſhort notice. 
On the day before his departure the Command- 
ing Officer and principal Inhabitants of the 
adjoining Settlement repreſented to him their 
want of a Clergyman, and their wiſhes, that 
as ſome of them had been of his pariſh at 
Fort Hunter, he would ſettle among them, 
promiſing to make a liberal ſubſcription. But 


as Mr. Stuart could not give them any encou- 


ragement, he deſired them to look out for ſome 


other perſon, and he would recommend their 
caſe to the Society. 


He has ſent ſome of the new Indian prayer 
books, printed under the direction of the late 
worthy Colonel Claus, to the Mohawks at 
Quenti. He is ſorry to inform the Society that 
Mr. Vincent has diſcontinued his School, which, 
he fears, he ſhall not be able to ſupply with any 
other. | 


The Rev. Mr. Doty, Miſſionary at William 
Henry Town, (late Sorell) has repreſented 
the ſtate of his pariſh to be much the ſame as 
when he wrote laſt, there having been no con- 
fiderable addition of inhabitants. That, his 
people in general are obſervant of the ſacred 
Inſtitutions of the Church, and that their 


children

to be catechiſed. He has baptiſed 12, and has 
61 Communicants. He mentions a number 
of Germans, who underſtand not the Engliſh 
language, (chiefly the remains of the troops 
lately in that country) having formed them- 


ſelves into a diſtinct congregation at Montreal, 


and by the Governor's permiſſion aſſemble on 
Sundays in the Court Houſe, where Mr. John 


Auguſtus Schmidt reads the Scriptures to 


them, and aſſiſts them in ſinging in their own 
language. He is alſo their School-maſter, and 
inſtructs the children in the principles of the 
Proteſtant Faith. The number of theſe is, 
113 men, 12 women, and 33 children. Tho 
they are, for the moſt part, very poor, yet 


they allow Mr. Schmidt 40/. a year, Halifax 


currency, for his ſervices. Upon hearing this, 
Mr. Doty fent them one of the German 
prayer books which he had from the Society ; 
and in about ten or twelve days they ſent 
Mr. Schmidt, with two others, to requeſt 
more, as they had unanimouſly determined to 
conform to it. Mr. Doty gave them ſeven, 
almoſt the whole of what remained, and pro- 


miſed to repreſent their caſe to the Society, 


who have ordered them a larger ſupply.

Mr. Robertſon, Miſſionary at Harbour Iſland 
and Eleuthera, has informed the Society, that 
the roof of the Church having been very 
much damaged by ſome late gales of wind, 
and the people being unable to 4 it, he 
had applied to the Aſſembly in New Provi- 
dence for ſome aid, who immediately allowed 


them 32 guineas for that purpoſe. He com- 


plains of the great ignorance and idleneſs of 
the children, bred up without inſtruction for 
want of a ſchool. The Society would be very 
ready to remedy that miſchief if Mr. Robert- 
ſon can find a proper perſon to teach them; 
and till he can, he has had permiſſion to under- 
take it himſelf, as far as his other miniſterial 
engagements will admit of it. He had made 
three viſits to Eleuthera in the courſe of the 
Summer: In April laſt he had viſited every 
family on that iſland, and found them very 
ignorant of religion, and very poor in eircum- 
ſtances. They had very few bibles and prayer- 
books among them. In his ſecond viſit in 
June they ſeemed more anx1ous to have their 
children baptiſed, and behaved very decently 
during Divine Service. 

| His 
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His people at Harbour Iſland attend the 
Church very regularly, and behave decently. 
He had 30 Communicants on Trinity Sunday, 
but many not able, and ſome not very willing, 
to buy a bible or a prayer-book, and others 
not very able to read them, from want of a 
proper School-maſter; all which evils he hopes 
will be removed in time. The Society have 
ordered a ſupply of books. . 


The number of inhabitants in his Miſſion 
is as follows: In all the ſettlements on Eleu- 
thera, 584 white, 299 black ſlaves, and 28 
free. On Harbour Iſland, 472. white, 197 
black flaves, and 15 free. In the laſt year he 
baptiſed 53 white children, and.

buried 5, and married 22 couple. He adds, 
that his health was never better, and he had 
been able to do duty every day ſince his 
arri val. 


It would have afforded the Society great 
ſatisſaction if the ſame agreeable account could 
have been received of the health of their other 
valuable Miſſionary in thoſe iſlands, Mr. Twy- 
ning ; but he, having found the climate to have 
a very contrary effect upon his conſtitution, has 
been obliged to relinquiſh his charge, and is 
lately come back to England : and, having ob- 
tained the Society's leave, he is preparing to go 
directly to a Miſſion in Nova Scotia.

In the laſt year's Abſtract it was s mentioned, 
that Mr. James Frazer was gone attendant u 
the Negroes to Sierra Leona, with an allow- 
ance of 50 guineas from the Society. 


That experiment has turned out very con- 


trary to the expectations of thoſe who were 
induced from the beſt motives to plan and 


encourage it. Mr. Frazer's health has been ſo 
much injured by the undertaking that he was 
conſtrained to return home; and though many 
months have elapſed fince, he has not yet 
found the bleſſing of a perfect reſtoration. 
While he was there he wrote two letters to the 
Society, of the reſpective dates of July 24 and 
September 15, 1787: In the former he ex- 
3 his concern, that there was no likeli- 

of a permanent ſettlement, from a variety 
of cauſes, ſome of them unavoidable, and others 
unfortunate. They had the misfortune to ar- 
rive juſt at the commencement of the rainy 
ſeaſon, ſo that the blacks could neither build 
comfortable huts for their ſecurity, nor raiſe 
grain to ſupply proviſions when their allow- 
ance from government ſhould be exhauſted. 
The unhealthineſs too of the climate added 


greatly 
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greatly to their misfortu nes. This proved fatal to 
Mr. Irwin, their conductor, the ſchool-maſter, 
and 20 other white people, and 30 blacks; 
beſides, that 140 died in the voyage: and of 
the 330 perſons then remaining there were no 
leſs than 150 on the fick liſt, This had fo 


prejudiced the blacks, that many of them then 


propoſed to work their paſſage to the Weſt Indies 
after their proviſion ſhould be expended, which 
would not laſt more than five or ſix weeks. In 
the ſecond letter he ſaid that the condition of 


things was very little altered; their number 


was diminiſhed; the whites were ſtill ſickly, 
and the blacks, though healthier, were ſtill 
far from being reconciled to the place, or at- 
tentive to the cultivation of their lots of 
land; that, they had ſown little or no ſeed, 


had built few comfortable houſes for them- 


ſelves, nor any houſe for Mr. Frazer, or for 
public worſhip, and that they were very little 
diſpoſed to remain in the Settlement. Soon after 
this, he came home in a very ill ſtate of health.
